1) Claims 1-5, 8-22, 24-51 and 53-59 have been canceled via the amendment filed 07/12/04. 
Claims 6, 7, 23 and 52 have been amended via the amendment filed 07/12/04. 

New claims 60-74 have been added via the preliminary amendment filed 07/12/04. 
Claims 6, 7, 23, 52 and 60-74 are pending. 

Claims 6, 7 and 52 are previously elected product claims, which as amended currently, 
include patentably distinct species.
